Hot withſtandyng, her 
Mateltte meaning to make ſome further trial, betoꝛe ſhe haue recourſe to extreme remedies, and kinding 


bpon conference had with the Loꝛdes and others ol her pꝛiuie counſaple, foz the redꝛeſle of ſo greeuous 
and pernitious a ſoꝛe in this common wealth, the cheele remedies foz the ſame, to be example, and coz- 


rection, Yer Maieſtie therefoze foz the fy:if, whiche is example, thynketh it very meete andexpedſenc, | 


that the due execution in her Maieſties moſt Honourable houſe, of ſuche oꝛders and articles-as are an- 


nexed to this Pzoclamation,ſhoulde ſerue foz a paterne thzoughout the whole Realme , and therefozs 
her Maieſtie hath alredy geuen, and by theſe pꝛelentes doeth geue ſpecial charge to all thoſe thatbeare 


office within the ſapde houle, to ſee due obleruation ofthe ſame, which wwe truſteth wyl be duely obſer⸗ 
ued Jad further her Mateſtie doeth generally charge all Noble men, of what eſtate oz degvee ſo euer 


they be, and al and euery perſons of her pꝛiuie Counſaple, all Irchbiſhoppes, and Biſhops, andthe reſt 
of the Clergte,and al other perions,accozding to they: degrees, that they deo reſpectiuelp ſee the ſame 


ſpeedfly and duely executed in they2 pꝛiuate houſeholde and families: Ind lphewyſe doeth charge all 


tie oꝛ felowlbyp, and eche man in his owne houleholde koꝛ theyꝛ chyldzen and leruantes, that they like» 
wyſe doo cauſe the ſayde o2ders to be Craightly kept by allawfulmeanes that they can, 


And toꝛ the ſeconde, which is coꝛrection her Pateftie hath cauſe to thinke, that ifthere had ben that 


ſeuerttie ved by thoſe to whom the ouerlight ofthe due execution of the lawes pꝛouided in that behalle 
was committed (as to them in duetie appartepned) both this ſoze had ben cured, and this P:oclamatton 
notneedefulto haue been publiſhed at this pꝛelent. 

Foꝛ the better refozmation wherot, her Mateſties wyl and pleaſure is, and ſo doeth fraightly charge 


and commaunde, not onely al Juſtices of peace, and eyery of them, to make inquirie of the detaultes and 


bꝛeaking of the ſapde oꝛders, at euery theyz quarter Seſſions, and alſo the Juſtices of Alliſe in thepzcir- 
cuites, and to ſee ſuche examples made, and due punichmentes extended vpon the cffendours,8s by the 


Statutes of this Realme, with ſache qualifications as in this peeſent Pꝛoclamation are contepned, is 


pꝛouided in that behalfe:but alſo,that aſwell the ſayde Juſtices, as al Matos, Shiriffes, and other 
| head officers, in Cities, Townes, and Boꝛoughes, wal at any other tyme, cauſe alſuche perſons as ſhal 
de founde faultte, and tranſgreſling agaynſtthis Pzoclamation, after the lad day of Marche nextenſu- 
eng,to be appzehended and bꝛought befoze them, and finding them culpable,to commit them to pzyſon, 


there to remayne without baple oz maynepziſe by the ſpace of one moneth, vnleſle the ſayde par⸗ 


ties ſo founde culpable, oꝛ charged as culpable, ſhal enter into bonde to appeare befoze the Juſtices at 


the next quarter Seſſions of the peace, oꝛ of the aſliſes to be holden within the ſame Shyze, Citſe, Bo- 


tough. Cowne Coꝛpoꝛate, Fraunchite, ox libertie, and there to be anſwerable foz all ſuche cfſences as 
ſhalbe pzooued that they haue committed contrarie to the true intent a meaning ofthis Pꝛoclamation. 

Ind whereas it is appoynted by the Statutes ofthis Realme, what euery perſon ſhaloz may weare 
tnthey; apparel,accozdpng to the ſeyeralratesofcheyzlyuinges in landes oz fees , ouer and aboue all

Maioꝛs and other head officers of Cities and Townes cozpozate, the Chauncellours of both the wante | 
uerlities, gouernours of Colledges, readers, auncientes and Benchers tnenery the Annes ol Coure 
and Chauncerie,and generally all that haue any fuperfozitte oz gouernement ouer and hpon any locie. 
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charges, and in ſome caſes, of goodes, fozaſmitche as the lacke of the true and common vnderſlandyng 
of euery mans eſtate and lyuyng .in ſoꝛt befoze expzeſſed, hath been (as it ſeemeth) heretofoze ſome p2in- 
cipal cauſe ofthe lacke of the true execution ofthe ſayd Statutes , and that it doeth manifeſtly appeare, 
that the ſame cauſe wil alto in time to come wozke the like effect,fo: that there is no conuenient meanes 
to make the States of mens lyupnges and values, in ſuch ſozt as is expꝛeſled in the ſeueral latutes, to 
be commonly knowen,to ſuche perſons as ought to haue ſpecial care of the execution of the lawes a oꝛ⸗ 
ders nowe pꝛeſcribed. Hex Mateſtie, being deſpzous foz the great benefite of al her highneſſe Subiectes, 
to haue thele oꝛders moꝛe duelx executed then they haue been, and fynding that it is very harde foz any 
mans ſtate oł lpuing a value, to be truelp vnderſtoode by other perſons, il befoze pzoofe made they ſhould

peached: Her Maieſties meaning and pleaſure is, that eyery ſuch perſon ſhalbe admitted to make ſuch 
pꝛoole, and thereupon ſhal recepue tudgement ol condempnation, oz acquital, accoꝛding to the rates ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in the ſtatutes, and not other wiſe, without impeaching any oflicer, oꝛ other perſon, that did ar⸗ 
reſt, chalenge, oz pꝛoceede agaynſt him fo; ſuch matter, though in the Dubſidte booke his values were 
not ſuſticient to warrant the values mentioned in the actes of Paliament : Not doubting, but that al 
ſuch perſons, as foz the maintenance of their fonde vanitie in apparel, wyl ſeene to make they lyuinges 
to be knowen and pꝛooued to be greater, then they were befoze in ſeſſementes of Subſidies tanen to be, 
whereol her Mateſtie had the loſſe, halbe thought meete by ſuch Commillioners as hereafter (hal haue 
aucthoꝛitie to rate men vpon the graunt of any Subſidle, to be ſeaſled in the Dubſldie bookes accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to ſuch values as them lelues wyl auo we to haue fo: defence of wearing ol ſuch kinde of apparell. 
and alſo wyl be content to be anſwearable to the charge ol other neceſſarte ſeruices koꝛ the Realme , as 
cauſes ſhal requpꝛe. | 
And becauſe there are many perſons, that percaſe ſhalbe founde in outwarde apparance 
moze ſumptuous tn theyꝛ apparell, then by common intendement the values of their poſſeſſions oz 
goodes may warrant, and yet they are not alleſſed in any Sublidie booke, partly foz that they are dwel- 
lyng in ſuche places of the Realme, as are not chargeable to paymentes of Subſidies, oz that percaſe 
they haue eſcaped to be aſleſſed, oꝛ otherwiſe not aſſeſſed, whereupon ſuche perſons may thtnke to contt- 
nue theyz diloꝛder, without refozmatton by the maner here next befoze pzeſcribed: Her Mateſtte,foz re⸗ 
medie hereof, commmaundeth al maner of officers, that where they ſhal ſee any uche perſons in out- 
warde apparance ſo offending,and not hauing knowledge of their values by bookes of Subſidies, ag 
afoze is expꝛeſſed, that neuerthelefle they thal ay ſuch perſons, and challenge them foz ſuche pꝛetended 
offence, and deteyne them, as befoze bythis Pꝛoclamation is limitted, vntil they ſhalenter into bond, to 
make good pꝛoole that they can diſpende ſo muche in lande and fees, oz be ſo muche wooꝛth in goodes, 
as by the la wen they be therby warranted to weare ſuch apparel; Ind that no publique officer ſhalbe at 
any time impeached foz ſuch Eap,s deteynoꝛ ol any ſuch perlon, lo apparantly ſeeming to haue offended, 
P:0utded alwayesnotwithftanding,that che tayde publique officer (hal not at any time, vnder the 
colour ol the execution of this pzeſent Pzoclamatton, arreſt any perton oz perſons, whom ether they 
themlelues ſhalbe knowen and pꝛodued to mallice, os els ſhalbe pꝛocured thereto by others, in reſpect 
of ſome particuler quarrel, vpon payne of her Maieſties diſpleaſure , and ſuche puniſbment as ſhall be 
thought meete by the Loꝛdes and others of her Mateſties pute Counſayle, 
Geuen at our Pallace of ueftminfter, the xvi.of febꝛuarte, in the xix. yeere ol our raigne.
